The A30x series aircraft are SUPPOSED to have 'breakaway' engines. 
In addition, the A30x series use licensed copies of GE and P&W 
turbofans (I believe the high-bypass designs). 


>From what I've been told, in these cases, the engine shrouding is designed 
to catch even a split rotor core and prevent it from exiting the shell. 

If the 

shaft seizes, the engine mount itself is designed to be a breakaway and 
fall 

clean, with no damage to critical systems of the airframe. 


However, mechanical devices being what they are, they can fail, or the 
failure mode may not be what was ‘designed' to compensate for. 


What was interesting was that a number of eyewitnesses, including one 
individual on a nearby bridge who stated he ‘likes to watch airplanes 
had a surprisingly consistent description. With one exception. They 
couldn't agree on which side of the airframe the ‘explosion' that was 
observed was on. This could indicate that it was either in the middle 
and subject to 'interpretation', or that it was something ‘in' the 
fuselage 

that appeared to 'rupture' out both sides. 


Now, it could still be a piece of the compressor assembly that did this, 
especially if the shaft froze and came apart after shocking the engine 
mounts and forcing a disconnect. The engine has been recovered 

(I've seen it referred to as ‘amazingly intact' so it may shed light on 
the 

issue after examination.) 


Was it a mechanical failure? It's still in the realm of possibility at 
this 

point. If it was a deliberate act, it doesn't seem to fit the 'patterns' 
that 

would be expected at this time frame. 


I think it best to wait for an examination. One black box was recovered 
(allegedly) before noon, but I didn't hear which one it was. 


In any case, it IS a tragedy, regardless of the event that initiated it.

Lastly, Bill Mooney, G3VZU has written a book which I will recommend sight 
unseen. (Past Experience with "Blue Rose" is all the Recommend that I 
need). I am looking to purchase a copy for the Maryland Milliwatt QRP 
Reference Library. 


"A Practical Introduction to Surface Mount Devices" Published by Babani 
Electronics Books (Catalog number: BP411) in 1996. (ISBN 0-85934-441-8). 


Sorry, I do not yet have details on where to purchase the book or it's 
cost to purchase. 


The Last Item, which should have been on the top of the list in this 
posting, refers to yet another means of identification of Semi-Conductor 
Devices. I will have to defer to Graham Firth, G3MFJ for Details on where 
to purchase, Etc.

It is a little battery powered device with three leads which identify's 
and tests? components.

I would also like to confirm what Todd stated about the fact that smd 
devices can be found in many different configurations. I recall looking 
at the SOT-23 Packaged Shottky Diode Pairs as were used in the "RUSK" 
Dummy load and Rf Detector project by G3VZU in an older issue of SPRAT. 


I can look it up if needed, as It was one of my Favorite SMD Projects by 
SMD Master Sir Bill. It fits quite nicely in a small Pomona Box. 


In any case, Looking thru the Catalog revealed several different Diode 
Pair configurations, Just about every possiable combiation. Also 
significant was that you get "Matched Pairs" which can be handy in some 
applications. Rather Like Soldering a "Flea" to the Board. :%} 


The Power Resistors were also nice 300 Ohms at 1 Watt. = 6 Watt 50 Ohm 
Dummy Load. What more can you ask for? So small, you could consider 
adding one to every QRP Transmitter for Built in Test Equipment. 


I don't know why i never thought of that before now. I recall N2CX Tip in 
QRP Quarterly which used Diode Detectors in several locations on some 
Manhattan Rigs. A few parts and you are in business. You could even 
install some dip headers in strategic locations of your project and just 
plug in your SMD Diode Detector Test Circuit. Small Pcb & Probe jack 
mounted on a Dip Header. Just Plug in and test. 


O.K. my friends, I know this has been a bit longer than anticipated, but 


hopefully it will prove of interest to some of you and inspire others to 
give smd projects a try. Even us older guys can do it. That is what they 
make Magnifiers and Jewlers Loupes for in the first place. :‘% 


There are also several good ideas for smd device holders while soldering. 


I made one from Copper Plumbing Pipe. I liked the one by "Blue Rose" but 
could not afford it at the time. Shipping across the pond can be expensive 
and was not real quick at the time.

I've used several versions of the 44-footer for the last seven months. 
Variants include 

-- inverted-vee, feedpoint up 25', fed with 300-ohm twinlead 

-- inverted-vee, feedpoint up 20', made from one piece of zip cord 

-- flattop, up 15, twinlead 

-- flattop, up 20', all zip cord 

-- flattop, up 20', fed partway with homebrew shielded balanced line 

(RG-59 so 150 ohms), remainder with 300-ohm twinlead 

-- flattop, up 25', 300-ohm twinlead. 
The last version I put up to use on Field Day and have left it up 
ever since as my only QRP antenna. (Contests too, since I'm only 
doing contests QRP anymore.) All the others were portable in the 
wild -- woods, NE mountaintops, etc. with improvised suspensions. 


Can't speak to the K1, but all of them tune just fine with the Z-11 
and a 4:1 balun on all bands 40-10. Most effective on 30 and 20 meters. 
Didn't do too badly in the IARU event on 15 and 10 QRP SSB, either. 
Tunes on 80 but I haven't really wrung it out there. 


The open-line version is probably much preferable, since changes in 
moisture and temperature do affect the tuning quite a bit from day 
to day with the twinlead feed.

3rd) There are some changes and improvements to my [ Dual Channel 
8-Input / 4 Output ] per channel Audio Controller. The 'final' 
schematics are being slowly finished-and parts bought (where needed) as 
I write this. Truly what a lot of expense for the required number of a 
certain high quality brand of (gold) RCA jacks. Further decisions have 
been made on components for switching, displays, connectors, and power 
supplies. Not all of those decisions are reflected in the schematics-but 
when I'm finished they will be. 100% of all designs, components, and 
construction-eventually. As I said at the button on the webpage: you 
might keep an eye on this project as it comes to fruition: I hope the 
process, as it matures, will itself (as illustrated at almost every 
step) be interesting and educational (has been for me so far.) The 
website page is: <http://www.qsl.net/n4xy/af_control_01.html>.

2) I am planning to modify the two Kenwood florescent clocks I have to 
add a battery-backed-up time base, so you don't have to go through that 
incredibly complicated procedure to reset the practically useless 
son-of-a-guns every time the power burps. Starting freq for the timebase 
will either be one of the several 60MHz 1/2 sized can osc's I just 
picked up-or, something like it. If I can find the 50Hz 
switch/jumper/whatever, I will use the 10MHz TXCO I got last year. This 
will be a documented construction project; 

3) The next 'rig of the month' (which usually works out to at least 3 
months or more) will be my JRC NRD-515 revr and NST-515 transmitter. 
Both need some small attention first, but when working will be suitably 


photographed for the ‘Current Rig' on the main Ham radio page; 

4) And, last, and best, I have just concluded a deal to purchase one of 
my all time favorite receivers: the Drake R-7. I foolishly sold mine 
several years ago, and was regretting it before it was boxed to go-but 
it was part of a VERY large 7-line sale, and there was no choice about 
including it in the deal. Like the RACAL RA-17, this one has a small 
story I will tell when it is here, and ‘online’.

Dave, 


Did you do the pin resistance checks, per the new K1-4FL manual? They're 
pretty good at catching most shorts and open circuits that matter. Other 
than that, look in the K2 manual (yes, I meant K2) that's available on the 
Elecraft page. There's a good signal generator. Build one for 7040 and 
trace the circuit back... 


It could also be your premix bandpass filter. If it's way out of whack, 
you'll be getting no signal injection on the premix, which would seriously 
degrade any signal going through. A mere trickle might be enough to let 
the (relative) QRO signal from your 706 pass through the RF chain. Check 
for correct values, bridges, cold joints, etc. As I'm writing this, I'd 
suspect that before the other filters, because if you're having it on all 4 
bands, then it's got to be something in common like the premix. Could be a 
common part of the RF chain like a relay or connector, which hopefully an 
RF trace would find, but I'd really check that premix circuit (including 
the xtal).

The key dimension in any horizontal antenna is height above ground in 
wavelengths. Whether it is 44 or 48 or 40 feet long won't matter nearly 
as much as how high it is above ground. 


LB specified 88/44 feet because the resulting pattern is still close to 
broadsided at the highest / lowest bands of use -- there are no deep 
broadside nulls -- AT A SUITABLE HEIGHT. 


Look at the tables in the article carefully. The first set is for free 
space. The next set is at 70 feet, and the remainder all at 100 feet. 
This is all for the 88 foot design -- similar results would be had for 
the 44 foot design at 35 and 50 feet. 


If you place these antennas at significantly lower heights -- they won't 
perform the same. The end nulls will disappear, and the entire lobe will 
go upward toward higher angles. If your goal is short-range 
communication, that might not be too bad. But if you want to work DX, 
getting height is more important. 


Frankly, it disturbs me that LB Cebik's article seems to be taken as a 
magical formula -- just cut the antenna for 88 or 44 feet and it will be 
great. This neglects the antenna wisdom that the most important aspect of 
any horizontal antenna is the height above ground in wavelengths. 


Bottom line: (for any horizontal antenna <1 wavelength above ground) 
Getting the antenna up high will do more for its transmitting and 
receiving qualities than any particular change in the length. 


Footnote: I have a 105' doublet at 35 feet I use on 80m. Yes, I'd like it 
to be higher, but no, I don't have suitable supports. I do the best I 


can. You should, too.

Oh, and Rod, a sloper or Inverted-V configuration will change the pattern 
dramatically. 


A sloper exhibits gain not so much in the broadside direction, but more 
toward the low end of the sloper. 


An inverted V tends to rob gain from the broadside direction, and fill in 
the nulls off the ends. An inverted V doesn't offer the maximum gain of a 
flattop at the same height, but it does have more omnidirectional 
coverage.

Also I 
gain a no-null antenna plus I get two lobes--high and low making it suited 
for both local and distant contacts.

We would set up a couple antennas, and go simplex. After plotting the 
assumed radiation patterns, one would get in a car and take a trip, 
maintaining communication the whole time. While this isn't scientific, 
based on the s-meter readings, and the location of the "rover" we are able 
to roughly judge the effectiveness of the antenna.

Rod, I use two 88ft 20-meter EDZ antennas mounted at right angles and fed 
with ladderline. 


They are supported in the center with a RS 37 ft pushup mast. The center 
insulators are at about 36 feet above ground.

You heat too much and this 
seal now is not as robust as it once was. 


NiCads seem the be the most touchy for this, which is bad, because 
NiCads are INCREDIBLY toxic!! 


PREP the surface first. I always sand or otherwise make sure it's 
good metal. I use a dab of liquid flux if I have it available at the 
time, 

and I use a HOT iron to get in and out quickly with minimal transfer 
of heat beyond the joint I'm trying to solder.

I too, have had a lot of trouble remembering to turn things off. Battery 
operated antenna analyzers and frequency counters, and my WM-2 wattmeter seem 
to be the worst, because I normally don't use them much. 

I have installed the 'blinking' LED from Radio Shack in several pieces of 
gear. It paid for itself the first week, when I went back to the bench that 
evening and saw the light blinking, after a "quick test" a few hours earlier. 

You will need to experiment with a series resistor value to give you the 
brightness and current draw you want. I think I used about 500 to 700 ohms 
in series on a 9volt battery powered system. 

I don't recall the p/n, but it is a regular stock item in most stores I 
think.

When you first power on the TiCK it sends it's model number... for example 
"T3" or "4" or whatever. Then... simply press the button and hold it 
down... it will cycle through the options. Once you hear "A" let off the 
button. Then... press the button in again and hold it down until it gets to 
the "P" and let off the button. THEN... press whichever paddle you want to 
be the DIT. 


The major differences in programming are for the memories. My TiCK-3 and 
TiCK-4 also use different paddles for speed-up/speed-down. But otherwise... 
pretty much the same. The memories are also programmed by going into the 
"A". A TiCK-3 has ONE memory so you simply press the button again and start 
keying.

Guys, 


One of the magazines (73, I think) had an article a couple of years 
ago on a new low current draw chip, the LMC7221, that could be 
configured as a timer. 


I built one of these into my WM-2 wattmeter to turn it off 
automatically after about 10 minutes of use. There is a push button 
and an LED added to the WM-2, so that whenever I push the button, the 
LED lights and the WM-2 is on for about 10 minutes. The LED 
extinguishes when the WM-2 turns off. 


This is a very simple circuit (7 parts) using the LMC7221 chip 
available from Digi-Key. My version used Surface mount components, 
and was on a board about 1/2" X 1". Regular components would require 
only a slightly larger board. 


Since installing the auto-cutoff circuit, I've used the same battery 
for over a year. :-) 


If you are interested, I can try to put the circuit on the Knightlite 
Web site.

InstanTrack (my all time favorite satellite tracking software) on my main 
Linux system. 


I don't think, however, that emulation answers the question. Performance 
is going to be slower, because all 0/S commands have to be translated into 
host system and then run, rather than run natively.

Raw system performance is important when you're doing any kind of DSP. 
Soundcard based digital modes are DSP. As one limited data point, I 
recall first using a Pentium 120 system to try to monitor SSTV 
transmissions. Performance, frankly, was terrible. The same software ona 
PIT-350 ran fine. This was using Win95. I haven't tried this with Linux. 
I don't know if there are any DOS-based PSK31 programs. 


Graphical-based systems will run slower on the older hardware. More 
ram can help. But Win 3.1 or X-windows on a 386 is still going to be 
SLOW. Sound cards for older systems may also have problems. 


These older systems are FINE as terminal displays and for many dedicated 
applications. If you have an external terminal unit that supports your 
desired mode, it may be fine.
